If the state p latform adop ted by the Re­ 
p ublican and Dem ocratic conv entions in Co­ 
lumbus last week seemed routine and unin­ 
sp iring 
indiv idually , 
they 
are 
the

so when v iewed side by side in comp arison 
with each other. 


Of necessity dictated by their p olitical use, 
the p latform s are v ague and general on most 
subjects, and in general term s both p arties 
adv ocate about the sam e things for Ohio. 


Both Rep ublicans and Dem ocrats p romise 
to keep their ey es on the p roblem s of edu­ 
cation, 
p ublic 
welfare, 
labor, 
agriculture, 
m ental health, highway s, natural resources 
and civ il rights so they will he in p ositions 
to m eet the p roblems in resp onsible and 
statesm anlike way s. 


IN SOME PLANKS, the 
language 
used 
was so sim ilar in the two p latform s that 
it ap p eared to hav e been written by the 
sam e hand. Indeed, it m ay hav e been, since 
both p arties lend sy m p athetic ears to group s 
eager to p lug for their goals regardless of 
which set of p oliticians wdnds up in control 
of the m achinery of state gov ernment 


There were some differences, of course. 
For instance, the Rep ublicans p ledged con­ 
tinued reserv ation of t^ie use of the income 
tax in Ohio for the m unicip alities, while the 
D em ocrats 
p assed 
up 
this 
p osition 
ev en 
though it was p rop ounded by their gov ernor 
last y ear. 


The Rep ublicans, in the sam e p lank, talked 
about local gov ernment all ov er the state, 
while the Dem ocrats ap p eared to confine their 
interest in local gov ernment to m easures to 
help the m etrop olitan areas. 
Where the p latform» did get sp ecific, it 


was in the unsurp rising realm of p ure p oliti­ 
cal mudslinging. The Rep ublicans, currently 
Salle adm inistration and the D em ocratic Leg­ 
islature and p romised to restore sound rea­ 
son to state gov ernment when they recap ­ 
ture the reins The Democrats, currently the 
“ ins,” talked about what a fine job they hav e 
done after those “ awful” Rep ublican y ear» 
and p romised to keep on that way . • 


YET SITH JUDGMENT on the p latform s 
is p robably ov erly harsh The real fault lies 
in the fact that Ohio law required that the 
conv entions be held and the p latform s w rit­ 


ten. 
Perhap s the wisest p latform for both p ar­ 
ties to adop t would hav e been one with a 
» ingle p lank — p ledging to change the statute 
which dem ands that state p latform -writing 
conv entions be called ev ery two y ears 
Now that state adm inistrativ e term s hav e 
been switched to four-y ear length, with the 
elections held in the ev en-numbered y ears be- 
tween p residential elections, it would seem 
much more logical to hav e conv entions ev ery 
four y ears when full state 
adm inistrativ e 
tickets will be running. 
In the p residential-election y ears, the p ar­ 
ties’ 
national 
p latform s 
naturally 
take 
p recedence in scop e and interest and the na­ 
tional candidates claim the ov erriding p ub­ 
lic 
interest. 
On the four-y ear state conv ention sy stem , 
the state p arty organizations would hav e less 
comp etition from the national p olitical p ic­ 
ture. could dev ote more attention to state 
candidates and could do a more p enetrat­ 
ing job on writing p latform s of real signi- 
cance in the im p ortant realm of state gov ­ 
ernment.

“ Your agents giv e us the code 
books and then we send false in­ 
formation back to y ou through y our 
code. Then we send cables ask­ 
ing for money and y ou send it to 
u s ' 


THE PENTAGON code ex p erts 
hav e good reason to believ e the 
Sov iet leader was kidding 
Code 
books hav e been in use since 1904. 
They are still used for short im ­ 
p ortant 
m essages 
between 
two 
p oints,

Washington and 
Paris. 


But only two cop ies of each code 
book are m ade up and each p age 
is used only once. 
The Defense D ep artm ent ex p erts 
are reasonably sure neither Mitch­ 
ell nor M artin could giv e the So­ 
v iets useful information on code 
hooks. Their jobs inv olv ed the use 
of com p uters to try to break Rus­

There was a good chance that 
ho might hav e gotten a workable 
agreem ent on the Berlin p roblem— 
a rev ision of the legal requirem ents 
for the four allies—and he would 
hav e been hailed on both sides of 
the Iron Curtain as a p eacem aker. 
His p restige certainly would hav e 
grown, at least inside the Com­ 
m unist bloc. 
Why did the Sov iet dictator throw 
away his chances? Was he just 
a blunderbuss—a man without the 
knowledge of W estern p sy chology 
that he should hav e had? 
Did his adv isers fail him. or was 
he too stubborn or 
egotistic 
to 
listen to them when they gav e him 
sound adv ice”

Mr. 
Khrushchev 
has 
m ade dram atic efforts to enhance 
his own standing but ex cep t for 
the dictatorship p ower he wields 
ov er a v ast em p ire, he would cer­ 
tainly hav e no more p restige in 
the world today than a faltering 
Lam um ba. 
To hav e his m ov em ents restrict­ 
ed to M anhattan Island by the gov ­ 
ernm ent of the United States is 
the biggest humiliation any p re­ 
m ier of a big country could suffer. 
But he had it coming to him after 
his ruthless denunciation of the 
President of the United States last 
sp ring. 
It wouldn’t hav e been regarded 
as out of order if the Sov iet p re­ 
m ier had m erely used sev ere lan­ 
guage in op p osing another gov ern­ 
m ent's actions or v iews but to 
m ake his attack p ersonal and to 
belittle the head of a foreign p ow­ 
er is about the m ost senseless 
tactic a would-he dip lomat ev er 
could be guilty of emp loy ing. 
The p eop le of Russia hav e had 
trained dip lom ats in p ast history 
and the Slav ic nations as a whole 
hav e turned out men who hav e 
been skillful in dealing with inter­ 
national 
p roblems. • But 
Nikita 
Khrushchev has broken all records 
for blundering in dip lomacy . 
What is most tragic from the 
standp oint of the Russian p eop le 
is that they could be p lunged into 
a dev astating w ar by the sam e 
cap ricious m an who p oses as a 
friend of p eace.

After wooing # the 
American President and getting an 
inv itation to come to the United 
States a y ear ago. the Sov iet boss 
said that, of course. Mr. E isen­ 
hower could come to Russia on a 
return 
v isit 
and 
that 
telev ision 
and broadcasting facilities sim ilar 
to those Mr 
Khrushchev enjoy ed 
while in this country would 
he 
av ailable there to the American 
President. 
It was to hav e been an op p or- 
tunity for recip rocity on the basis 
of a new understanding. 


But the Sov iet p rem ier becam e 
afraid of what thoughts m ight be 
p ut into the minds of his own 
p eop le. Although boasting that com­ 
munism could stand up in 
any 
debate against the argum ents of 
the 
noncommunist 
p hilosop hy 
of 
free enterp rise and human liberty , 
the truth is that the Sov iet p re­ 
m ier was fearful and looked for 
some way to get out of his p romise 
He found the ex cuse in the U2 
incident, which any dip lom at should 
hav e known was not worth the 
hullabaloo created ov er it. 
Indeed, when the Lusitania was 
torp edoed in 1915 by a subm arine 
of the K aiser's gov ernment, and 
114 Am ericans trav eling aboard the 
unarm ed 
p assenger 
ship 
were 
drowned, the Washington gov ern­ 
m ent didn't ev en break off dip lo­ 
m atic relations with the Im p erial 
Germ an 
gov ernment 
but m erely 
sought assurances that the incident 
would not be rep eated. 
A way was op ened whereby in­ 
structions to subm arine comm an­ 
ders could be rev oked and by di­ 
p lomacy w ar was av erted for near, 
ly two y ears. 
Actually , the United States last 
sp ring did imm ediately order U2 
flights discontinued. 
From a dip lom atic standp oint, 
Khrushchev gained his p oint. But 
he didn’t hav e enough knowledge 
of civ ilized dip lomacy to take ad­ 
v antage of it. 
Instead, he demolished a dip lo­ 
m atic negotiation of the highest 
imp ortance and set back the whole 
situation in a troubled world. His­ 
tory will say —what a blunderer 
was Nikita Khrushchev !
